No, there is not a single page of the chronicle of man,” 
says Mr. McCabe, “on which you can put your finger and 
say: Here the power of a god intervened, or here a su- 
premely new and higher principle appears in man.“ From 
the lowest ape-like level to the highest known, from Mio- 
cene animalism to twentieth century civilization, it is an en- 
tirely human and natural story of evolution.

It would be too ironical to claim 
that man became gifted with a soul just when he came

Even if we fail to completely answer the question 
of Mr. McCabe, it does not follow that the case for Immor- 
tality is lacking in vitality. It is true our ancestors believed 
that the original “Adam” was produced complete by the 
fiat of Almighty Power, and a living spirit then added to it. 
This account has, however, been revised. The primitive 
cell-germ, says the enlightened physiologist. contains the 
power of self-development, and throughout the process of 
development there is one distinct and intelligible purpose 
kept in view—the production of a human organism that 
shall be fitted for a human destiny. To say that this takes 
place by chance is meaningless and absurd: to say that 
Nature produced it, is saying nothing, unless it is admitted 
that there is mind, purpose. reason, and destiny in Nature, 
for wisdom is indelibly impressed wpon her work. And to 
say that there is mind and reason existing in Nature inevit- 
ably means that a thought or purpose of the Infinite is 
there; thabit has embodied itself in a law of development, 
and that the result of this law is a realisation of the thought 
itself in a physical form. 

The affirmations of the Spiritualist, I claim, are of more 
value than the assertions of the non-believers. In our 
case there is the operation of all the higher faculties, report- 
ng the existence of the inner splendour of the spirit, while 
the materialist has chiefly merely the perceptive organs in 
activity.

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LET US NOT BECOME SECTARIAN.

I HAVE read with interest ‘ The Spiritualism of a 
Modernist,” and I feel that this subject is one of the utmost 


importance at the present time. In my opinion nothing is 


more deplorable than the present-day tendency to tack 
Spiritualism on to Christianity as one of the many sects into 
which the latter is divided—to make, as it were, Spiritualism 
a species of the genus Christianity. ‘This is simply to reverse 
the truth, to put the cart before the horse. Spiritualism 
is the genus, and Christianity and all other religions are but 
In other words, Spiritualism is greater than any 
It is religion- 
the essence, nay. the quintessence, of all religion. It is 
nothing less than sheer folly to narrow down spiritual truths 
to the shallow channel of orthodox Christianity. . 

Surely no one with any practical knowledge of the 
subject can believe that spiritual beings are limited in their 
activities to one particular section of mankind, and that by 
no means the largest section. Are we to pretend that no 
Mahommedan, however devout, can have intercourse with 
those who have passed over; that no Buddhist, let him be 
never so pious, can touch the fringe of the spirit world ? 
If this is so. how is it that so many of the guides are coloured ? 

It seems to me that freedom from Christian bias is a 
help both to the mediums on this side and to the guides 
on the other side. Are there not many instances in pre- 
Christian times of spirit communion ? 

Spiritualism is greater than, and independent of, all 
religious systems. Phe survival of man after bodily death 
is a simple fact, and not all the superstitions of all the hun- 
dred and one sects can affect it. Communion with those 
passed over is also a simple fact, and does not depend upon 
any creed or dogma, Christian or otherwise. 

I am jealous for the good name of Spiritualism, and T 
fear—I very much fear—lest it shall go the way of all good 
things. Every good movement is clear in the spring, but 
tends to become muddy in the stream. There is great 
danger in success, and Spiritualism is now facing this danger, 
Like Christianity itself, Spiritualism has thriven on perse- 
cution, and for the same reason. It is now becoming popu- 
lar, and deterioration sets in when fighting becomes no

To vary the figure : Spiritualists have sown, and ortho- 
doxy will reap, if we are not careful. Not that it matters 
who reaps, but the orthodox will corner the harvest if they 
an, and dole spiritual sustenance out from their particular 
barn only. This is a real danger. J can see the signs of it 
already in the activities of those who would saddle Spiritu- 
alism with the huge burden of superstitious doctrines with 
which orthodox Christianity has become clogged. 

Cannot we keep Spiritualism simple, untainted with 
priest-invented theories deliberately manufactured to 
mystify the people ? 

T am sad when I think that for years I attended the 
Established Church. for more years I was a Nonconformist, 
and I got nothing but dogmas from either. No certainty 
of any life beyond, no proof of the reality of spiritual things, 
no food for my hungering soul. Three months of Spiritu- 
alism taught me more than twenty years of orthodoxy. I 
KNow now of the spirit world. I have communed with 
those who have passed into the beyond. Who are these 
orthodox dogmatists who want to say to me, We told you 
so. ` ** You see we were right; there ts a future life” ? AN 
they did was to say so—words, words, words all the time. 
But in a little circle of ordinary humble people I was visited 
by persons I had not yet seen, and I am visited by themstill 
every day and helped by them. s 

What is the use of talking to My about the orthodox 
churches ? Let them get on with their text quoting and 
their sermons and their pious platitudes. I have found the 
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spirit world without them after twenty years fruitless search 


within them. They are not going to have the credit as far 


as I am concerned. 

With regard to Jesus. Of course he was a great teacher 
with a divine mission, of that there can be no doubt. And 
of course, he must be alive to-day. But where to place him 
in the scheme of things is a puzzle to me. So with Confucius 
and Mahomet and other religious founders. 

But what does it matter ? What is good in their teach- 
ings is what matters to me and all true men. T put it into 
practice as far as my human nature will let me. And so by 
building up a decent character I know I cannot go wrong. 
I accept nothing my reason tells me is absurd, and I am 
conscious every day that the angel (i.e., the messenger) of 
the Lord is still round about them that fear him. What 
can any church tell me more? 

Spiritualism has no need to apologise to the orthodox 
churches for its existence, and it has no need to seek absorp- 
tion into them. They ought to be ashamed for having lost 
what the Spiritualists have regained. Spiritualism is greater 
than any church or any religion, for it has brought the 
heavenly spheres into the homes and hearts of all who care 
to listen to their heavenly music. That is true religion ! 
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HOW TO REACH THE HIGHER SPHERES

But to be able to think of nothing else 
than dross—what a fate!

When, a fortnight ago, I criticised in this column the 
tendency on the part of many platform mediums to indulge 
in psychic fortune telling, and stated, also, that we had 
not yet discovered the soul of Spiritualism, readers wrote 
on the two questions, expressing many different vicws. 
ew seemed to think that the two questions were inter- 
linked. Yet the soul of Spiritualism can never be expressed 
until mediumship attains its full nobility. 


EVIDENCE. 

Platform mediumship has gone the way of the world. 
When an article is rare it is usually guarded jealously, and 
called precious,“ but when mass production comes into 
play that which was once precious and rare becomes cheap 
and common. It loses in value, as well as in quality. 
To-day nearly every Spiritualist is a medium of some sort 
or other, despite the fact that not ten in a hundred undergo 
any systematic type of development. They sit in circles 
and after a few months’ experience rush on to the platform. 
Societies advertise “clairvoyance at each service.’ and 
thousands of people go to Spiritualist Churches for the same 
reason that they visit palmists and astrologists. They call 
this evidence. Perhaps it is evidence. But evidence of 
what ? f 


NO OPPORTUNITY. 


Mr. Percy Scholey thinks it is evidence merely of the 


need for education. The leaders of our Churches are 
guilty,” he writes, for they pass over far too lightly 
things which are given from our platforms as evidence of 
survival, but which, in fact, are nothing more nor less than, 
in many cases, glorified guessing Competitions, and very 
poor exhibitions of thought reading. I have watched the 
matter earnestly and seriously for twenty-five years, and 
for that reason alone I am adamant on the thought that 
our greatest need is education. There are millions on the 
other side longing to educate when the opportunity is 
given them.” Perhaps we have not given the Spirit World 
a reah chance to speak. Most of our mediums tell it what 
to say. Many speak for it. When it is allowed to speak, 
it must be only evidence, evidence, evidence. 

PRUNE THE TREE! 

Mr. Scholey will hurt many by adding: “ The time 
has come when we don’t want to attract by mere sensa- 
tion. Let us prune the tree to its very roots, abolish phe- 
nomena from our Sunday platform, and teach the beauties 
of our religion.” Although it seems the most drastic 
method, it would be the best way. Six days a week are 

_now devoted to “ phenomena,“ and its Supporters should 
be satisfied. Can we not devote one day to Spiritualism ? 


Tun TEST. 


We overwork our mediums. Despite the fact that 
we keep them busy all the week giving readings, we ask 
; them, on a Sunday, to give, in addition, an address. Tt is 
not the medium’s job, and he is usually spent at the end of 
it. Need we wonder why be is tempted, when the clairvoy- 
ance is in progress, to spend but a moment on the spirit, 
and all the rest of the time on the “ conditions ” of the 
Bitter? It is a difficult and trying task to get spirits recog- 
mised, but it is easy to tell fortunes. 


~Wuo Is RESPONSIBLE ? 
“The term fortune-telling most aptly describes 
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those who if necessary, could defend their position, 
give a reasonable answer to the honest sceptic, why 
usually open to conviction.” 

THE CONSEQUENCES.

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THE EDUCATIONAL VALUE OF THE 
TRANCE. 


THERE have been many grumbles of late at what is 
called the lack of evidence presented by mediums, and in 
addition there are many old Spiritualists who have com- 
mented upon the decline of deep trance mediumship. 
There may be a connection between the two. 

In the last few decades there has been a tendency to 
under-rate the value of the true trance; and to consider 
that some sense of inferiority was implied by allowing 
oneself to be controlled by spirits. It is, of course, true 
that it is unwise to hand the custody of one’s body un- 
questionably to any Tom, Dick, or Harry” in the spirit, 
world, but there has never been a reputable trance medium 
who ever did so. Every trance medium has learned to 
grow familiar with a certain band of guides, and his sense 
of responsibility as well as his own comfort has always 
prompted him to trust only to those who had been proved 
trustworthy. If we take the most popular mediums of 
to-day we can say that those who are most successful in 
their mediumship are those who have attained it through 
the trance; though it is not always necessary to continue 
the trance state after development has passed beyond a 
certain stage. 

There are few to-day who understand the real nature 
of the advantages of the trance state, and its educational 
value in particular has certainly been overlooked. One 
has but to recall such names as A. J. Davis, whose early 
development was through the trance stage until that 
stage became no longer necessary, or Emma Hardinge 
Britten, probably the most successful woman orator this 
country has ever produced (as the files of the London daily 
press of the 70’s will show), to realise that trance medium- 
ship has an educational value apart altogether from its 
external effects. Or again, one has but to cite such a case 
as that of J J. Morse, who from a pot-boy in a London 
public-house, developed into a cultured gentleman as the 
result of the educational value of the trance, to realise that 
the effect of being entranced by persons who are educa- 
tionally, morally, and intellectually superior to oneself. not 
only helps to form character, but helps to build up a system 
of education which, while not academic in the sense that 
it would help one to pass the examinations of the schools, is 
nevertheless an education which does make an individual 
cultured in the real sense of the term. z 

What seems to have happened with the trance mediums 
of years ago was that in the trance state they were able to 


express themselves in language which was quite beyond 


their culture and education, and give expression to thoughts 
which were far beyond their intellectual development. So 
much so that they were often able to speak (and speak with 
some degree of familiarity) upon subjects of which they 
personally knew nothing. 

Some years ago we read a pamphlet containing a trance

Though the last Will and Testament of 
CONSISTENT Sir Arthur Conan Doyle has not yet been 
CONAN DOYLE. submitted for Probate, several of the 

daily papers have published what pur- 
ports to be a digest of his Will, and this once more exem- 
plifies the wholeheartedness and consistency of Sir Arthur, 
According to the press reports he has bequeathed £100 to 
the ‘Spiritualists’ National Union.” £100 to the “London 
Spiritualist Alliance.” £200 to the “British College of 
Psychic Science,” and £100 to the Spiritualist Community, 
Wigmore Street, and thus carried into practical effect his 
desire to see Spiritualism grow and expand its sphere of 
usefulness. There are several smaller bequests, but Sir 
Arthur says: “If I have not left more to promote this 
cause it is because in my lifetime I have been able to devote 
considerable sums to this end, and because my successors 
will, I know, follow my example in combating materialism 
and endeavouring to infuse fresh vitality into the various 
religions of the world.” With Sir Arthur Conan Doyle 
Spiritualism was not a toy or a hobby. It was the greatest 
fact in life. It coloured the whole of his actions. He 
lived his Spiritualism as well as taught it, and he proved 
his consistency even in the last few months of his life. We 
could name a dozen individuals who have claimed that 
Spiritualism had helped and blessed their lives, has com- 
forted them in the hour of bereavement. and stimulated 
them in moments of difficulty. Many of them have had 
wealth far beyond that possessed by Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle, but they have made no sacrifice to help to extend 
to others the truth which they claimed had been of serviee 
to them. In a word, Spiritualism has been to them very 
largely a matter of diversion and study, but has brought 
no interior conviction. They appear to have had Spirit- 
ualism in the head, but not in the heart. We hope the 
wholehearted sincerity of Sir Arthur Conan Doyle will 
stimulate others to follow his example. 
Meanwhile, we understand an appeal is 
to be made to establish a Conan Doyle 
Memorial. The objects of the Memorial 
will be (1) to assist in the passing of a 
Bill in Parliament to relieve Spiritualists from the dis- 
abilities under which they-at present suffer from ancient 
Acts of Parliament. (2) To build and endow a centre to 
promote the fraternal relationships of Spiritualists through- 
out the world, and to act as a social centre.
